French Ready

HANOI (¿P)—Hanoi civilians and 
military men alike heard without 
surprise today a broadcast report 
that a cease-fire agreement had 
been reached and that the French 
must leave Hanoi within 35 days. 
Radio stations here and at Sai­ 
gon broadcast that a tentative 
agreement, reached but not yet 
signed, would partition Indo-china 
near the 17th parallel and require 
the French to evacuate Hanoi In 
35 days and Haiphong in 160 days 
after the signing. Official 
firmation was lacking. 
Public reaction was one of resig­ 
nation and acceptance of the In­ 
evitable.

Faulty Gas Appliance 
Can Wipe Out Family 


“Seventy per cent of all gas 
appliances in San Rafael are in­ 
stalled Improperly and could bring 
death to whole families.” 
This startling 
statement was 
made yesterday by Frank Toscano, 
assistant San Rafael building in­ 
spector, who has started a drive 
for safer living conditions. 
“Any stove, floor furnace, or hot 
water heater that Is improperly 
connected to a chimney vent will 
produce an odorless and colorless 
gas that will kill some people and 
make others sick,” said Toscano. 


HAZARDOUS 
He pointed out that many home 
owners feel they save the cost of 
installing the appliance by doing 
it 
themselves 
“but they 
don’t 
realize the hazard they are creat­ 
ing If it isn’t done correctly.” 
Toscano said the city is em­ 
barking on a program to impress 
all home-owners of the need to 
have an inspection made of the 
appliances. 
“If they call our office,” said 
the inspector, “we’ll go right out 
to their homes to see if the gas 
appliance is installed properly. 
“The -real danger with the ap­ 
pliances arises with its connection 
to the chimney vent. If the con- 


nection isn’t made correctly, a car­ 
bon monoxide gas, which can’t be 
seen or smelled, is produced. 


SILENT KILLER 
“It’s a deadly gas. It can kill 
some 
people 
and 
give 
serious 
headaches and sore eyes and aore 
throats to other people,” said Toa- 
cano. 
In fact, in the last two years on® 
man was killed in San Rafael and 
three children and a baby sitter 
were almost killed this way, h® 
went on. 
Toscano's main point is that aa 
inspection can be made to safe­ 
guard a family’s well being.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Would District Committees 
Help Ease Planning Problem 


Proposal of architect Rod Hammond that 
district planning committees, divisions- of 
the county planning commission, be set up 
to relieve the commission itself of routine 


variance applications, deserves serious con­ 


sideration. 


Under the proposal, each planning com­ 
missioner would be a member of a sepa­ 
rate district committee which would meet at 
intervals in its own neighborhood. 
Appli­ 
cants for variance from county ordinances 
could applv to these neighborhood commit­ 
tees and get a tentative approval or rejec­ 
tion without the necessity of a trip to a 
late night meeting of the whole planning 


commission in San Rafael. 


T he proposal is interesting because it 
would perform a 
double function, if it 
works. 
It not only would make it easier 
for the public Something too often over­ 
looked) but it should also reduce the work 
load of the planning commission (something 


that is badlv needed). 


There are objections of course. T o begin 
with it would be setting up another step 
in the bureaucratic processes of building in 
Marin. 
This in itself need not be bad, 
for it is aimed at getting the government 
back closer to the people. 
But there is 
the danger that it mav mean an applica­ 


tion has to go first to the district board, 


then to the planning commission, then to 
the board of supervisors to get a final de­ 
cision. 
The plan will help if the district 
boards can give an answer which can gen­ 
erally be relied upon to be final. 
If not, 
the whole plan fails. 
Another objection is that a member of 
the county planning staff would probably 
have to attend each district meeting. 
That 
probably would mean more paid staff mem­ 
bers in the long run. 
But if the plan 
actually gave more service to the public, it 


might be worth it. 
There is no sense in jumping blindly or 
excitedly into a proposal of this nature. 
A 
careful balancing, however, of the pros and 


cons of the suggestion might lead to a help­ 
ful solution for both the public and the 
planning commission’s crowded agenda. 
Hammond’s further suggestion that such 
a district board be assigned to a subdivision 
such as Terra Linda, fills us with dismay. 
The implication is that a subdivision needs 
so many variances from what our law con­ 
siders good building practices that it has 
enough work for a separate board. 
If so, 
that seems to be too manv. 
Setting up individual boards for each of 
the multitude of subdivisions in the county 
might soon involve every citizen on at least 
one board. 
T he whole planning commis­ 
sion would fall of its own weight. 


Zionists Observe Herzl's Death 


Zionists, outride as well as inside the state 
of Israel, observe today the 50th anniversary 
of the death of Theodor Ilerzl. It was he 
who, more than any other individual, set 
off the movement for reestablishing a Jew­ 
ish homeland in Palestine. 
Herzl, born in Budapest, H ungary, in 


1860, died in Austria when onlv 44. In 1949 
his remains were removed to the Holv Land. 
An outstanding journalist and also a 
dramatist in Vienna, Herzl published in 1896 


his pamphlet, “Der Judenstaat.“ In view of 


recurrent anti-Semitism in Europe, as typi­ 
fied by the Dreyfus case in France, it laid 
down the thesis that the only alternatives 
for the Jews were assimilation or their own 
political state as a font and focus. 
Herzl was inspired more by secular than 
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by religious considerations, and at first was 
viewed with suspicion by some of the more 
orthodox Jews. He was of much personal 
charm, high eloquence and manifest sin­ 
cerity, and was largelv responsible for con­ 
voking the first Zionist Congress, in Basel, 
Switzerland, in 1897. 
During World War I the Allies needed 
Jewish support, and in 1917 Great Britain 
issued the Balfour Declaration—for a Jewish 
homeland in Palestine provided this didn’t 


“prejudice the civil and religious rights” of 
the Arabs there. Until Britain surrendered 
its League of Nations mandate over Pales­ 
tine in 1948, the fight to set up a free state 
of Lrael was directed against the British. To- 
dav the fight to maintain it being waged 
against Arab hostility.

Are 'Windfalls' 


In Building 


Crimes Or Not? 


By JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON 
m — Pro­ 
moters have 
admitted making 
millions in "windfalls” out of 
mortgages on apartments built 
with government-insured loans. 
Did they commit a crime and, 
if so, can they be prosecuted? 
There is no 
simple 
answer. 
Getting a “windfall” profit is 
not, by itself, a crime. This much 
can be said in a general way: 
It would be a crime if the pro­ 
moter, in order to get the "wind­ 
fall,” deliberately deceived the 
government on his application 
for a government-backed loan. 
Even so, prosecution would de­ 
pend on when it happened. 
If it was before 1951, there 
could be no prosecution. There 
could be if it happened sinoe 
then. The reason: one kind of 
law covering this field ended in 
1950. Another law, similar to it, 
began in 1951. 


IN ORDER TO punish a man 
for a pre-1951 fraud, the gov­ 
ernment would have had to pros­ 
ecute within three years. It’s too 
late now. Most of the "windfall” 
cases brought to light in the 
Senate 
Banking 
Committee’s 
fiery hearings occurred before 
1951. It’s beginning now on cases 
that happened since then. 
But 
the 
government 
could 
move in another direction — that 
is, in the tax field — against 
promoters who got “windfalls,” 
whether or not they committed 
any fraud in obtaining the guar­ 
anteed loan. 
If a businessman can report 
his income as a capital gain fie 
pays less tax than if he reports 
it simply as income. The gov­ 
ernment has rules as to which 
wa;* income can be reported. 
If a 
promoter reported his 
"windfall” as a capital gain, the 
government, claiming 
now 
he 
should have reported it as in­ 
come, can try to collect the dif­ 
ference. It’s questionable wheth­ 
er it can collect. 


DURING AND after the war 
Congress wanted to encourage 
the building of apartments be­ 
cause of the housing shortage. It 
passed a law — under Title 6 of 
the National Housing Act—which 
expired in 1950. 
Under this a promoter who 
wanted to build apartments could 
get a loan from a bank — with 
the government guaranteeing the 
bank against loss up to 90 per 
cent—if the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration approved. 
To get FHA approval, the pro­ 
moter had to file an application 
with that agency, giving his es­ 
timate of the cost. Then, if FHA 
investigators approved, th» bank 
would make the loan. 
His estimate would include the 
price of the land, the builder’s 
fee, the architect’s fee, and so on. 


SAY JONES estimated his cost 
at a million dollars, the FHA 
approved, and the bank, with a 
government guarantee 
up 
to 
$900,000, made the loan. Then 
Jones completed the project at 
a cost of only $700,000. 
That was $300,000 belo«* the 
estimated cost. Was this crook­ 
ed? Not necessarily. Jones may 
have found, when work began, 
a way to cut the actual cost by 
$300,000. 
That $300.000 has been called 
the 
"windfall.” 
Say, 
further, 
Jones' company split this $300,- 
000 up among the stockholders. 
The full loan of a million dol­ 
lars still had to be paid. 
Was this then a $300,000 prof­ 
it for the Jones company? 
It 
could be because the government 
fixed the rents that could be 
charged in Jones’ apartments ac­ 
cording to the total estimated 
cost. 
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SO LONG AS the loan was 
paid off, the government lost no 
money. The only ones who got 
stuck w’ere the 
tenants since 
they’d have to pay higher rents 
than the FHA would Lave al­ 
lowed if the estimated cost had 
been only $700,000. 
But Jones would have com­ 
mitted a crime if he had de­ 
liberately falsified the estimates 
on his application for the gov­ 
ernment-guaranteed loan. Yet, 
FHA investigators, having check­ 
ed his estimates, had said his 
one million dollar estimate was 
all right. 
Suppose 
there was crooked 
work—collusion—between 
Jones 
and the FHA investigators. Could 
they be prosecuted? Not if it 
happened before 1951. Title 6 of 
the National Housing Act ex­ 
pired in 1950. 
But in 1950 Congress passed 
Title 8 of the act. This was to 
encourage rental housing near 
military installations. It works 
similarly to the old Title 6 ex­ 
cept that the Defense Depart­ 
ment has to agree the housing 
is needed before the project is 
backed by a government-guaran­ 
teed loan.

Ultra-Modem Trains 


Due Any Day Now

NEW YORK (JP) — Chances 
are you’ll be riding an ultra­ 
modern lightweight train one of 
these days. It’s a new thrill in 
railroading. 
It’s also supposed to thrill the 
railroad budget balancers with 
its vast economies and revenue- 
pulling power. It’s cheaper to 
build, cheaper to operate and 
faster. 
These trains of the future are 
aimed at just one thing: slay­ 
ing the dragon that has men­ 
aced the railroad 
industry 
so 
long — chronic passenger defi­ 
cits. 


TO DO THAT, they’ll have to 
fascinate you and attract your 
patronage with their speed, con­ 
venience and easiness on your 
bankroll. 
They’ll have to sell you on the 
idea that it’s smarter to take a 
trip by train than to pack your 
family into the car and bull your 
way through congested and peri­ 
lous highways. For the railroad’s 
top rival in the passenger busi­ 
ness is the family car. 
The railroads must wake up 
and revamp their passenger ser­ 
vice according to the facts of 
life in this motor and airplane 
age, according 
to 
Patrick 
B. 
McGinnis, new head of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad. 


BY ALL MEANS use your car, 
says McGinnis. But for a sizable 
trip—say the 229 miles between 
New York and Boston — drive 
it to a suburban railroad station 
of a type he envisions with a 
huge parking lot. Park your car. 
Ride the train in comfcrt to a 
similar station outside Boston on 
a swift, modern, low-slung, light­ 
weight train. 
This way, he says, you’ll :i.ake 
the trip in 2!i hours instead of 
the four hours now requ'red be­ 
tween the huge city terminals— 
and you can’t park your car at 
those terminals. 
Robert R. Young, now bass of 


the New York Central, 'or years 
has crusaded for a revolutionary, 
lightweight p a s s o nger train. 
While he headed the Chesapeake 
& Ohio he demonstrated what he 
called "Train X,” a one-car ex­ 
perimental unit made by Pull­ 
man-Standard Car Manufactur­ 
ing Co. 


ACF Industries, Inc., made a 
similar train called the ’’’algo, 
which has been operating for five 
years between Madrid and the 
French border. 


IT WAS A counterpart of this 
train that ACF has been showing 
these past weeks on the New 
Haven Railroad. It recently had 
a 157-mile 
demonstration 
run 
between New Haven, Conn., and 
Boston. During the trip McGin­ 
nis said this Talgo was just a 
"prototype" of a much-improved 
train he wants. 


Because the Talgo floor is two 
feet 
lower 
than 
a 
standard 
train’s, you merely take a nor­ 
mal step from a near-ground- 
level station platform. You en­ 
ter an interior much wider and 
lower-ceilinged than a standard 
railroad car. It seems more like 
an airplane. You sink into an 
airplane-type reclining seat. 
The train accelerates easily. 
The faster you go, the smoother 
it rides. It saves time taking 
curves at 87 miles 
per 
hour 
whereas the regular speed limit 
is 70. On a straight run it hits 
a peak of 102.8 miles per hour on 
a road where the legal limit is 
79. The ride is steady and sure. 


WHEN W’ILL the train of the 
future arrive? 
The Rock Island Railroad has 
already ordered two Talgo-type 
trains from ACF for delivery in 
December 1955. The train of the 
future was discussed by presi­ 
dents of four Eastern railroads 
last week. Various car manufac­ 
turers talked with them. 
A standard design for a future 
train is hoped for. That way the 
railroads can club together on or­ 
ders in big lots and save money.

Into Long Beach 


Tidelands Suit 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Pos­ 
sibility that 
Attorney General 
Edmund G. Brown may inter­ 
vene in the case of two taxpayers 
against the City of Long Beach, 
in which millions of dollars in 
tideland oil money is involved, 
looms. Brown announced that 
he is giving "thorough examina­ 
tion” to the facts. 
Brown has conferred with Neil 
Cunningham, San Francisco at­ 
torney representing a group of 
Tulare County residents. This 
group entered the case as friend* 
of the court. Cunningham has 
filed a brief with the state su­ 
preme court where the case now 
is under consideration. 


"IT LOOKS LIKE there may 
be some merit to the contentions 
of this group,” Brown said. He 
explained that if he reaches a 
decision to go into the case, his 
authority would be as the repre­ 
sentative of the people of the 
state. 
Briefly, two taxpayers are su­ 
ing rjOng Beach, requesting in­ 
junctive proceedings to prevent 
the city from using revenue from 
tidelands for municipal opera­ 
tional purposes. 
The tidelands were granted to 
the citv of Long Beach “in trust” 
many years ago, to be used for 
the development of 
a 
harbor. 
Subsequently, oil was discovered, 
the harbor was developed to the 
point where ".dditional funds are 
unnecessary, and the legislature 
released some of the funds from 
the trust. 


THE PLAINTIFFS in the suit 
and the friends of 
the 
court 
contend that the released funds 
should be returned to the gen­ 
eral fund of the state treasury 
for the beneficial use of all the 
people of the state instead of the 
City of Long Beach alone. 
Total amount involved is more 
than 100 million dollars, and the 
potential revenue runs into bil­ 
lions, 
according 
to 
estimates 
made of the oil-lands resources. 
The taxpayers who filed the suit 
contend that the state is missing 
an important source of revenue 
which it rightfully owns, as long 
as the lands were granted to 
Long Beach for harbor devel­ 
opment purposes only. 


THE INCIDENT which brought 
the matter to a head was the 
asserted budgeting of some of 
the money in the Long Beach 
budget for development of parks, 
recreational facilities and other 
municipal improvements. So far, 
the city has not used the funds 
for purposes other than harbor 
development. 
"It is the obligation of the 
attorney general,” Browrn said, 
"to examine matters of this type, 
where large amounts of public 
funds are involved, and to de­ 
termine whether 
the 
city 
of 
Long Beach is entitled to these 
oil funds, and why Long Beach 
should be entitled to such funds 
when no other city in the state 
has such income.” 


IF THE DECISION is made to 
enter the case, Brown said it 
could be done in two ways — 
either ask the supreme court for 
permission to enter on a friend 
of the court basis, or start inde­ 
pendent proceedings to recover 
the funds for the state. 
"But,” he said, "we are not 
yet in a position to say just how 
far the state should go in the 
matter.” 
The Cunningham brief con­ 
tends that at all times, all the 
people of the state have been 
the beneficial owmers of the mil­ 
lions of dollars already accumu­ 
lated and are the beneficial own­ 
ers of the estimated billions to 
be hereafter derived from the 
proceeds of oil and gas from the 
lands. 
It also states that the people 
of California have never by their 
own actions, nor by any lawful 
action of the legislature divested 
themselves of 
that 
beneficial 
ownership.

LAW IN ACTION 


Courts Must 


Decide What's 


True, Relevant 


(Note: The State Bar of Cali­ 
fornia offers thl* column for 
your information so that you 
may know more about how to 
act under our laws.) 


The testa of truth and relevancy 
which courts apply are atricter 
than those which we use in daily 
life. As a rule we don’t put a man 
i under oath. We don’t cross-exam- 
I ine him if his story fails to hang 
together. We don’t jail or fine him 
if he lies to us. But we do these 
things in court. 


Why is that? Because wTe think 
each thing that takes place in a 
courtroom 
is 
important. 
Your 
property, your personal or civil 
rights—even 
your 
temily’s 
wel­ 
fare or your life or liberty—may 
rest upon the truth of testimony 
in court. 


Eager as courts are for facts, 
their tests fall short of those of 
science. When a scientist doubts 
the outcome of an experiment, he 
need not rely upon somebody else’s 
word. He just repeats the experi­ 
ment in question. 


But not so in court. The acts 
told of-in courts cannot be lived 
over again, for the court to see 
first hand. For example, you can­ 
not bring back and ask a dead 
man whether he signed a will or 
whether the accused killed a man. 
We cannot re-do a murder; we 
can only get the witnesses to tell 
what they know first hand. 


To protect each party, there are I 
at least two safeguards: (1) we put | 
the witness under oeth on pain of 
penalties for lying; and (2) we 
cross-examine the witness. 


Lawyers may seem always to be 
objecting to testimony. They have 
a duty to their clients and the 
court, to see that the judge and 
| Jury hear only what is true and 
relevant under the law. 


If a lawyer protests, the judge 
may rule out some kinds of facts 
and tell to jury to ignore them. 
Sometimes, too, some facts seri­ 
ously break the rules of evidence. 
Then the judge declares a “mis­ 
trial" and orders a new trial. 


He does this when the testimony 
is so unfair as to put the rights 
of the accused in danger. He does 
this also to protect the public.

W'hen j cate strawberry ice-cream clouds, 
I ’m not gazing enraptured at the 
ever-changing colors of sky, moun­ 
tain s and water. I ’m listening to 
bird swig and insect murmur or 
sniffing fragrances of pine, rain, 
hay and roses. 
On this farm that originally was j 
a grant from the king of Holland 
there are more than 200 acres of 
pines, laurel, birches and moun­ 
tain meadows thickly studded with 
clear, quick-running stream s feu 
by springs. Only 
three fam ilies 
have lived here since it was a wild­ 
erness, and the timbers in the old 
bam are fastened with hand-hewn 
pegs fashioned by the nine sons of 
one of the early owners. 
When I first cam e I filled the 
house with the dark purple lilacs 
from a bush that is said to be 
more than 100 year« old. Later I j 
had 
for 
bouquets quantities of 
lemon and orange day lilies, blue 
and white iris, deep rose peonies 
and pink and white climbing roses.

fruits. Next morning when I look­ 
ed eagerly for them 
the golden 


and there is a red ring around 
the afternoon the heavens turned 
into a great battlefield with light­ 
ning flashing and thunder echoing 
from the m ountains on every side 
while the old spinster m aple at 
the side of the house bent to the 
ground. 
The two humming birds that live 
near the weigelia bush, the chip­ 
munk who brings her baby to feast 
on the peanuts I leave on the 
wall of the stone terrace, the bum­ 
ble bees who try to share my out­ 
door m eals, the clouds of white 
and brown and orange butterflies 
are all my companions.

However, one of their 
greatest uses has been in allevi­ 
ating the severe sym ptom s of cer­ 
tain allergies. 
A M EDICAL HEADACHE 
One of the great problem s that 
faces the physician is the treat­ 
m ent of persons who are allergic 
or sensitive to pollens. M any peo­ 
ple 
with a pollen allergy have 
severe bronchial asthm a accom ­ 
panying it. These hormones, given 
svstem ically, will help both these 
diseases. 
However, treatm ent of this kind 
cannot be prolonged over too long 
a period, 'because of possible side 
effects and 
because 
it becomes 
quite expensive for the patient. 
A LLERG Y AND ASTHM A 
Recently, these druga were used 
locally for treating pollen allergy 
which was accompanied by asth ­ 
ma. The drugs were given in the 
form of an aerosol, mixed with 
oxygen to form a fine spray, that 
works 
locally 
in 
the 
nose 
and 
bronchial tubes. Patients treated 
in this way usuallv tolerate the 
preparation well and show great 
improvement. Relief has lasted for ¡ 
days, even m onths in m any people 
who received this treatm ent. Of 
course, it must be used only as 
the physician directs. 
Q UESTIO N AND ANSW ER 
Mr. A.: Will tinted windshield 
glass im pair vision at night? 
Answer: Yes. in m any instances. I 
it will, and m ight prove quite d an ­ 
gerous to certain persons who have .

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Sewing Apron Handy 
For Home Seamstress

Every woman who sews needs a 
handy sewing apron. 


Its deep pocket can hold prac­ 
tically every needlwork need ex- 
| cept the sewing m achine. It can 
, be trimmed with an appliqued tape 
m easure, 
useful 
for 
m easuring 
short 
lengths of 
fabric. 
A 
red 
felt pincushion 
fastened 
to the 
belt keeps pins within reach. 
Local sewing center experts sug­ 
gest sturdy sanforized denim in a 
gay color for a practical and w ash­ 
able apron. About a yard of fabric 
is needed to m ake it, plus a 6x11 
inch piece of red felt and a little 
cotton 
batting 
for 
the 
heart- 
shaped pincushion. 
When the apron is m ade, stitch 
a tape m easure around sides, bot­ 
tom and across the top of the 
pockets, using the zigzag attach ­ 
m ent to your m achine, or sim ply 
a double row of straight stitching. 
Two little tabs hang from the 
belt—one for the pincushion, the 
j other for a pair of scissors. 
Both apron and pincushion are 
m ade by a standard pattern, which 
m ay be used for trimm ing instead 
of the tape m easure, if you prefer.

MELBOURNE, Australia (JP) — 
The jigsaw of Soviet spying in 
Australia is being slowly put to­ 
gether before the royal commis­ 
sion of three Judges sitting here 
in Melbourne. 


The pace of this royal commis­ 
sion on espionage has proved pain­ 
fully slow to Australians, w’ho had 
expected sensation-packed on sen­ 
sation once Vladimir Petrov wrent 
into the witness box. 


Petrov, who fled his post as 
third 
secretary at 
the 
Russian 
Embassy in Canberra, says he also 
w’as the chief Red spy in Australia. 
His request for political asylum 
started a chain of events that led 
to Russia breaking diplomatic r e - ! 
lations with Australia. 


Petrov, 47, short and plump, and 
his small, honey-blonde wife Ev- j 
okia, 40, both have spent m any. 
hours in the witness box. 
But 
they have given only a small part 
of their evidence because the in- | 
quiry has been split into what 
William J. V. Windeyer, senior 
counsel assisting the commision, 
called compartments. 


TWO SPY AIDES 
The idea is to fit cleanly into 
one piece the pattern of Soviet 
espionage and to give any person 
named as a Soviet helper an op­ 
portunity to get quickly into the 
witness box and tell his side of 
the story. Only two Australians 
have been named as helpers so 
far. 


Petrov said both he and his 
wife had come to Australia with 
orders to recruit agents. 


On Petrov’s fifth day in the 
box, the evidence turned to money 
and Australians pricked up their 
ears. Petrov told the commission 
he received 5,000 pounds $11,250 
from Deputy Director of Austral­ 
ian Security Richards on April 3, 
the 
day 
he 
left 
the 
Russian 
service. Newspaper headlines re­ 
flected Australian surprise. 


$1,000 A MONTH 
The same day Petrov and his 
wife 
gave 
evidence about their 
pay checks. The size of these was 
an even bigger surprise to Aus 
tralians. 


Petrov said as an officer of the 
Soviet Internal Affairs Ministry’s 
sceret police, his salary at the be­ 
ginning of 1954 wras more than 
4,000 rubles — $1,000 — per month. 
This was four or five times the 
earnings of a skilled Australian 
tradesman. 


Petrov said he was paid 101 
pounds 
($227.25) 
in 
Australian 
money and the rest was deposited 
for him in Moscow. 


Mrs. Petrov said her salary was 
the equivalent of 
3,240 
pounds 
• $7,290) a year. Australians quick­ 
ly added the husband’s and wife’s 
salaries to total over 8,000 pounds 
($17,000) a year. Only a handful 
of Australians earn that 
much 
money. 


The end of the commission is 
not yet in sight and the sittings 
possibly will continue into next 
year.
